Midl- 
and and George Lessard, members of the 
crew, were more or less injured. The 
fate of two. others of the crew, Fred 
Courier of Montebello, the second mate, 
who was painting one of the buoys, and 
Evan Millard, of Morrisburg, is un- 
known, but from all indications one was 
blown into the water ami 'the other was 
Iilown to pieces. The lung of a man 
and small pieces of his body were found 
on the deck of the steamer Avon, 150 
feet away, and it is thought they must 
have belonged to one of the unfortunate 
men. The boat blazed fiercely for over 
an hour in spite of the efforts of the lire- 
men. Tonight she -sank in shallow wa- 
ter. She is almost a wreck. The force 
of the explosion broke thousands of win- 
dows for one hundred yards around.

While Pastor Delivers Palm Sunday

They had discarded arms, 
everything likely to impede them, and for 
miles the roads wero scattered "with 
broken uniforms and equipment, boots, 
etc. Numbers of sick and -wounded wore 
left to die by the roadside. 

Marshal Oyama's entry into Mukden 
was an affair of splendor arranged to 
impress the Chinese Governor.

The procession of 
Marshal Oyama was similar to that ar- 
ranged by Gen. Kodama for the official 
entry into Taihoku in Formosa. Caval-

| als of different armies and staffs, foreign 
military attaches, Chinese attaches and 
a large force of infantry. Fifty thou- 
sand soldiers lined the route, 
j On March ID Field Marshal Oyama 
I suddenly ordered that the city gates of 
Mukden be closed, and remain so until 
thirteen high Chinese officials were ar- 
rested, including the Mukden board of 
war secretary, head of the Mukden uni- 
versity and other prominent Manchas. 
They are accused of aiding the Russians. 
Marshal Oyama has greatly enhanced 
Japanese prestige by his diplomatic move 
in keeping Japanese soldiers outside the 
walls of Mukden and protecting tho 
Chinese tombs.

Japanese Minister Is Satisfied 
French Will Not Eficour- 
age Visits. 



PARIS, April 18.— The semi-official 
Temps this evening publishes a 
statement which bears evldence 
oz authoritative inspiration, say- 
ing : "While international Practices 
upon land are well defined, that upon 
the water Is not so exact, differing with 
different nations. Great Britain and 
some countries limit the duration of a 
belligerent's stay in their Ports to 
twenty-four hours, hut France has 
never fixed a limit for the stay of bel- 
ligerents in French ports a nd contents 
itself With interdicting the us e of her 
ports in preparations for acts of war." 

The Temps proceeds to show that 
territorial waters mean, under the 
French law of March 2, 1888, three 
miles from low water mark. 

"It is established," oontlnues the 
Temps, "that Admiral Rojestvensky did 
not enter this limit while of f Mada- 
gascar and nothing yet warrants the 
assumption that ho has been 'ess care- 
ful in tho waters of Indo-ciiffia. There- 
fore, the Tolcol despatches Eo too far 
in declaring that France permits Rus- 
sia to employ her ports for offensive 
operations. There is no proof support- 
ing any such assertion of the violation 
of French neutrality." 

The Japanese legation has not yet 
received instructions relating to French 
neutraltly. Therefore, the question has 
not yet taken an official f rin and ap- 
pears to be confined to the utterances 
of Japanese newspapers. If an of- 
ficial protest is made, the Temps' state- 
ment probably Indicates the ternm of 
the French response, namely, that the 
facts do not yet establish that Admiral 
Rojestvensky has entered within the 
three-mile limit,. and that France is ob- 
serving all the requirements of neu- 
trality according to her established 
regulations upon the subject. ,

— A despatch from 
St. Petersburg to a news agency reports 
that General Linevltch has issued an 
order forbidding officials of the com- 
missariat to burn stores prematurely, 
and reproving officials in cases that 
have already occurred. The order di- 
rects that storehouses be destroyed 
hereafter only by the permission of the 
commanders of army corps and di- 
visions. 

The Telegraph's correspondent at 
Tokio reports that the Japanese recov- 
ered 200 of the 500 guns which the 
Russians had abandoned in the retreat 
from Mukden.

Trial of Grand Duko'o Murderor 
Moscow Ended.

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Moscow, April 18. — The trial of Kale- 
l"fi". who killed Grand Duke Serglus, 
began in the Supreme court today. 

The only persons present through 
the trial were members of the entour- 
age of the late Grand Duke Regius and 
counsel, of whom two were i. signed to 
Kaleleff. 

The prisoner's mother was not-nd- 
mitted, but remained In the corri- 
dor. Senator Deler presided. Senator 
Sbleheglqvltpff, procurator general of I near 
the department of cassation, was tho 
senato prosecutor. When Kaleleff was 
arraigned he replied: "I run not a crim- 
inal and you are not my Judges. I am 
your prisoner. Wo have a civil war, 
I am a prisoner of war, not a crim- 
inal."

Prior to passing sentence, tho presi- 
dent risked Kaleleff If he would repeat 
the crime If ho were given his liberty. 
He replied: "Without doubt I would re- 
peat It If ordered by the revolutionary 
committee to which I am attached.".

Knleieff shouted: "Execute your Judg- 
ment as openly as I liave acted before 
the eyes of all."

Minister 
Hayashi and Baron suyematsu, former 
Japanese minister of the interior, when 
seen today, were disinclined to give a 
hasty expresslqn of opinion or to an- 
ticipate official advices giving the facts 
as to the period the Russian Ships may 
stay In French waters. Minister Hay- 
ashi was particularly reticent and said 
he preferred to await confirmation of 
the reports which have appeared to in- 
dicate a serious breach of neutrality. 
Baron Suyematsu, who took a view 
that was far from being alarmist, said 
that if the reports were true, Japan 
would have good excuse to complain. 
Japan, however, had no intention of 
picking a quarrel with France. He add- 
ed : "Japan Is far from coveting 
Cochin-Chlna, as has boon Imputed In 
some quarters.

Included among the passengers who 
irrivcd by the steamer Empress of China 
yesterday were 42 members of the crow 
of the seized steamer Tacoma. They 
came from Yokosuka, where the former 
Victoria liner is under examination by 
(he Japanese prize court. From the re- 
turned blockade-runners an account of 
their adventurous cruise was obtained. 

The vessel, with Capt. Counautou, 
First Officer A. E. Chipperfiold, Second 
Officer Charles T. Moritz, Third Officer 
R. W. Tucker and a crow of 42 (includ- 
ing two Russians, one Capt. Bollman, su- 
percargo, and nuother working his pass- 
age) left Seattle at midnight on Jan. 5, 
the company having signed articles for 
Shanghai and return to Seattle, but with 
a pretty fair notion that their destina- 
tion was Vladivostok, though nothing 
was said openly. Tho cargo was beef 
and tho ship and cargo wore insured by 
the charterers, so that if seized by the 
Japanese the owners would be reim- 
bursed. 

They arrived at Dutch Harbor on Jan. 
14 and took in coal, leaviug on tho l'Jth 
and coming westward through the Bear- 
ing Sea and south along the Kurile isl 
auds, reaching the latter at the end of 
Jauuary. 

On Jan. 30 they passed Boussole chan- 
nel, Kurile group, and next day lirst 
sighted ice floes, though they were not 
formidable. On Feb. 1 they were sur- 
rounded .by thick, heavy ice. On the 
■M\ thev sighted Cape Aniwa, Saghalien 
island, about 50 miles off, and for two 
days steamed about at full speed ahead 
towards La Perouse straits, but could 
not got through the ice. 

By the 4th they wen: ice-bound, help- 
less and driftiug witli the does, which 
every now and then would jam against 
the sides of the vessel with a cracking, 
pounding noise that could be heard a 
long lime before the actual crush came, 
shaking the ship from stem to stern. The 
strain on the boat was terrific, and the 
erew were prepared for the worst. 
Sledges were made for an attempt to 
traverse the ice if necessary, and every 
man had his bag packed. Luckily it 
was not necessary to take to the ice and 
the boat continued drifting in the lloes. 

On the 24th February the Tacoma 
drifted down to the entrance to the 
Yezo Straits, and Male Chipperlield and 
Engineer Raymond walked ashore on 
the 27th to telegraph the condition of 
the vessel. On the same day, however, 
a strong southeast gale sprung up and 
the vessel was blown out to sea. The 
two men were left, and, at last ac- 
counts, were at Tamorl, a small vil- 
lage on Kunashirl Island, where tfiey 
remained— they will come by a subse- 
quent steamer.

They then 
drifted down to Shlkotan Island, when 
an easterly swell broke up the Ice and 
they steered southeast on the evening 
of March 13, running slow all through 
the night. On this day they sighted a 
Japanese cruiser, name unknown. 

At daylight on the 14th they left the 
ice and had just rung up "full steam 
ahead" when they came to on a Japa- 
nese man-of-war which signalled them 
to stop. Realizing that they were help- 
lessly In the midst of Japanese war- 
ships, they complied and two Japanese 
officers and thirteen men came on 
board. The Japanese were most court- 
eous, but signified that the steamer was 
captured and must proceed to a. prize 
court. The Tacoma's crew worked the 
boat (o Hakodate for coal and then 
they went on to Yokosuka. 

The men look healthy, but state that 
they suffered severely from the cold. 
Their coal idle had run down very low 
and they were on their way to Muroran 
for another supply when captured. The 
(ires were, of necessity, allowed to go 
out and some of the ship's company 
nearly froze. The captain, who suf- 
fered from a weak ankle, could not 
move about much and had difficulty in 
keeping about. The provisions aiso ran 
short and some of the cargo beef had 
to be broached. However, the officers 
report that there was no trouble or 
sickness aboard.

Anarchist Who Attomptod Steel Mag- 
nate's Life Gets Pardon. 

Pittsburg, April 18.— Alexander Berk- 
manu, the persona] friend of Herr Most, 
Emma Goldman and others, who in July, 
1S92, tried to assassinate II. C. Prick 
i'u his Tittsburg office, and whose com- 
bined sentences aggregated -2 years, will 
on July 24, 19CXS, step from Riverside 
penitentiary, just eight years ahead of 
the original time set for his liberation.

Hospital Board Accepts Sketch Plan 
Submitted by Architect Hooper. 

' At yesterday evening's regular month- 
ly meeting of the board of directors of 
the Provincial Royal Jubilee hospital, a 
•decision was reached to approve sketch 
plan No. 7, submitted amongst a lot of 
■others by Architect Thomas Hooper for 
the proposed children's ward. The plan 
embodies an alternative proposal for 
cither a one-storey or a two-storey struc- 
ture — the estimated cost of the former 
Jucing $-1,500, and the latter $7,000.

How- 
ever, it will be a matter of getting the 
funds; and in accepting the plan the di- 
rectors are hoping for the consummation 
of the dual project they have in mind — 
the securing at once of a children's ward 
mud a nurses' home. A committee of 
the women's auxiliary also approved of 
plan No. 7 as the most suitable of those 
submitted.

MAKING CITIZENS. 

• One of the most interesting plans for 
the betterment of municipal conditions 
in the United states is that of "making 
citizens" of American boys; teaching 
them by means of organizations which 
interest them, the responsibilities und 
powers that will settle upon them in 
years to come. 

The Juvenile City League of New- 
York is one of these organizations. It 
has been in operation for several years 
now, and has been remarkably success- 
ful. Not only in promise has it succeed- 
ed, but in performance as well, for it is 
a body whoso members, young as they 
are, are given important duties to carry 
out. 

At the coining convention of the Na- 
tional Municipal League, which is really 
the parent of almost every municipal 
improvement organization in the United 
States, the work of this small body will 
doubtless be discussed with interest. The 
convention is to be held iu New York on 
April 25, 2(1, 27 and 28; and reports of 
all sorts of interesting experiments in 
municipal work will be gone over by the 
delegates from various parts of the 
country.

The prejudice of these natives and of 
tobacco tradesmen is a logical one, and 
serves to throw into bold relief a pecu- 
liar misconception of facts which is both 
amusing and embarrassing to vendors of 
the fragrant weed.

It may not have occurred 
to them that the same goods are manu- 
factured at home and that to buy home 
goods would assist in bringing money 
back into their own pocket, for after 
all it resolves Itself Into a question ol 
commercial selfishness. There Is 
scarcely any person who comes to 
think of it but will find that a policy 
of encouraging home Industry will In- 
dividually benefit himself. Unless a 
man is living absolutely on an income 
derived from foreign sources, and does 
not want to invest any money in the 
city, he must be affected by the pre- 
vailing industrial conditions. If a man 
has his money invested in property, he 
will find more customers to rent or 
purchase it if the producing class Is 
prosperous. Tf he be a merchant, he 
has more demand for his goods; if a 
manufacturer, a better market at home. 
It a laborer, a mechanic, a clerk, an 
accountant, there Is more demand for 
services which he can give, and so it 
goes around the whole circle. It Is the 
five-cent fares, which, in the great ag- 
gregate, make the dividends for the 
Electric Railway Company. It is tho 
dollars spent by our citizens that build 
up home industries. Canada First re- 
marks : 

"Slowly, perhaps, but surely, is the 
conviction growing in the minds ol 
Canadians that they owe It as a duty 
not only to their country but to them- 
selves, to prefer home-made products 
and home-grown institutions, when- 
ever they can logically do so. Senti- 
ment draws them along this line — the 
sentiment for standing up for their fel- 
low-countrymen's skill and ability. But 
more even than sentiment is the con- 
viction, derived from both observation 
and experience, that by building up 
their neighbors they are building up 
themselves. It appeals to them as a 
business proposition, the fact that the 
further away one sends his money, the 
longer journey it has to accomplish in 
order to return home. And conversely! ' 
So it comes about that when a con- 
tract is awarded, it is usually (not al- 
ways, alas!) to a local or, at any rate, 
a Canadian Arm; that firm, it Is not 
unsafe to say, is more than likely to 
buy some of the material required foi 
the carrying out of that very contract, 
from men living in the neighborhood 
of the work. .Men of perspicuity buy 
their wearing apparel, their furniture, 
their foods, from Canadian makers; 
they know lhat the latter will sum* 
day want goods from them. It is 
simply a case of what the economists 
call "enlightened altruism" — and the 
tendency in this direction is becoming 
more and more pronounced every day.

In between the 
busy hours given to his short stories he 
is even now chiseling out the Hues of a 
compelling presentation of the warring 
layers of present day society. Tho story 
is called "The Crusts," and gives the ob- 
verse of the shield which makes possible 
the luxurious life of the millionaire-mer- 
ger. The sweatshop chapters of "The 
Crusts" are given with the bold strokes 
of n Tolstoi or a Maxim Gorki.

RAILWAYS IN CANADA. 

The annual report of the Minister of 
Railways for Canada for the fiscal year 
ending 'Mth June, 1004, has been receiv- 
ed. It is one of the most interesting rail- 
way reports that has yet been published, 
and, needless to say, that owing to the 
increase of ra'lwuys and general atten- 
tion being paid to transportation mat- 
ters, the latest volume is by much the 
largest. The most complete statistics 
are given in respect to railways, steam 
and electric, And canals. 

Owing to the interest taken in British 
Columbia in the question of railways we 
have extracted statistics relating to this 
I'ro-inee, giving the length of line and 
paid-up capital. The particulars iu the 
table following are taken largely from 
the railway report, but are supplemented 
by information from 1'oor't, Railway 
.Manual, and other publications, the clas- 
sification being our own. The ligurea 
given in the column of "Paid-up Capital" 
are mil all official. In this respect, it is 
very difficult to arrive at exact returns. 
Puid-up capital is taken to represent the 
cosl of the lines completed and equipped, 
but in some instances, the returns are 
nut given, and in other instances the cost 
in' the railway is given exclusive of lull- 
ing stock. However, the following may 
he taken as fairly accurate:

The number of steam railways In 
actual operation in Canada, including 
tho two Government roads, the Inter- 
colonial and the Prince Edward Island 
Railways, at the close of the fiscal 
year. June 30, 1904, was 191; some of 
tbe.se, however, are amalgamated Ol 
leased, making the totnl number of 
controlling companies 85, not including 
the Government railways. The number 
of companies absorbed by amalgama- 
tion was 54, and the number of leased 
lines was 38. 

On June 50, 1904, the number of miles 
of completed railway was 10,611, an In- 
crease of 534 miles, besides 3,327 mllca 
of sidings. The number of miles laid 
With steel rails was 19,545, of ^vhlch 
7C3 miles were double track. Tho num- 
ber of miles in operation was 19,431. 

The paid up capital amounted to

141). The, gros earnings of the. yeni

the freight traffic amounted to 48,097,- 
519 tons, an Increase of 724,102 tons. 
The total number of miles run by trains 
was 61. 312, 002, an increase of 929,082. 

The rolling stock comprised: For 
passenger service, 2,149 cars; for 
freight service, 84,422, including 54,S77 
box and cattle cars; and for operation 
and maintenance service, 4,157; making 
a total of 90,728 cars. Of these 75,273 
were equipped with air brakes, and 
80,585 were fitted with automatic 
couplers, an Increase of 4,049 over the 
previous year. The locomotives Num- 
bered 2,768. 

The accident returns show a total of 
395 persons killed, 25 being passengers, 
192 employees and 178 others, and, in 
addition, 1,405 Injured, of whom 234 
were passengers, 912 employees and 259 
others. 

At the close of the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, 1904, there were 767 miles 
of electric railways, including street 
railways and trams, completed, of 
which 745 miles were laid with 
steel rails, 1S8 miles being doublo 
tracked. The paid up capital amounted 
to $50,399,1S8, of which the municipal 
aid amounted to $173,000 (including 
$100,000 subscription to shares, and 
$40,000 loan). The number of miles in 
operation was 745, the actual Increase 
being 5S miles, as a portion of the mile- 
age returned in the previous year was 
double track. The gross earnings ag- 
gregated $8,453,609, an increase of $1,- 
219,932, and the working expenses 
$5,326,517, an Increase of $853,659, leav- 
ing the net earnings $3,127,092, an in- 
crease of $366,273. The number of pas- 
sengers carled was 181,689,998, an in- 
crease of 26,027,186, and the freight 
carried amounted to 400,161 tons, an 
increase of 28,875 tons. The car mile- 
age was 42,066,124, an increase of 
4.037,595 miles. 

At the close of the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1904, the conjoined statistics 
of steam and electric roads (including 
street railways) shows the following 
results: The number of companies was 
240. There were 20,378 miles of rail- 
way completed, 20,176 miles being in 
operation. The paid up capital amount- 
ed to $1,230,1)4(3,106. The gross earn- 
ings were $108,673,045, and the total 
working expenses $79,889,679, making 
the net earnings $28,783,366; 205,330,- 
703 passengers and 48,497,680 tons of 
freight were carried; 35 passengers 
were killed. 

The gross earnings of all the Gov- 
ernment roads for the past llscal year, 
1903-04, amounted to $6,627,266.51, and, 
compared with those of the preceding 
year, show an Increase of $42,656.74. 
The gross working expenses amounted 
to $7,599,958.57, an Increase of $1,125,- 
824.37. 

The net loss on the operations of the 
year was $972,703.06. 

The number of passengers carried 
was 2. 603, 156, an Increase of 258, 92G. 
(if this increase 192, S30 wer local and 
66,096 through passengers, of freight, 
2,064,1411 tons, a decrease of 126,588 
tons, the local freight having fallen off 
by 116,732 Ions, and the through freight 
by 9,856 tons. 

An Interesting fact Is brought out by 
a comparison of the cost per mile of 
railways and electric tramways. Taking 
the paid ill) capital of railways in Can- 
ada, which represents cost of construc- 
tion, equipment, etc., at $1,186,546,918, 
in round numbers, the cost per mile Is 
$GO,000. The cost of electric and other 
train lines Is $65,500. This would be 
surprising If one did not stop to think 
of the capital required for the develop- 
ment of power, of wires, poles, and all 
the rest of it, In addition- to the road 
bed, for a comparatively few miles of 
line.

Sir— When will this provincial govern- 
ment wake up to tin- fuel that If Lunudtt 
wishes to compete successfully with Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand In the matter of 
trude aud settlers, II must realize the vital 
necessity of giving commercial travelers 
fair terms? It Is hud enough that the Do- 
minion government should impose a duty or 
60 per cent, on goods brought lu us Bum- 
nlcs, and make no rebate for what Is 
taken out; but British. Columbia seems to 
have a grudge against the whole country. 

Hott many of your rentiers, I wonder, 
know under what adverse conditions trav- 
elers work in this province? Every com- 
mercial traveler who visits It has to pay 
$50 before be can even "talk" business, 
let alone do any. If be be traveling In 
liquor or cigars it will cost him ?100. Even 
the trunks In which he carries his sam- 
ples are dutiable, and the provincial gov- 
ernment offer a reward for Information 
which will lead to a convict Ion. 

The confederated government of Aus- 
tralia have the sense to act very different- 
ly from this. There are no duties on sam- 
ples, und no license is required, All that 
the customs Officials there demand Is that 
the commercial traveler should deposit a 
percentage on value of goods carried, 
which are checked on entry. The full de- 
posit Is then returned If none of the goods 
are missing when re-chocked on dopartura. 
In New Zealand there is a similar deposit 
of $25j this is returned less 2% per cent, 
on Ci per cent, on the value of orders re- 
ceived. There Is also no duty on samples.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE 



Snturday, April 15, 1005. 
In the Full Court: 

Attorney-General vs. The Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Compuny — 

Iu this ease the Chief Justice delivered 
the following judgment: 

"1 agree with the judgment of the 
learned trial Judge. 

"He has found as a fact thnt the locus 
lu quo formed part of the harbor at tho 
time of Union, n finding which, lu my opin- 
ion, it is impossible to disturb. Put even 
if It did not form part of the harbor until 
after the Union, and even If Vancouver 
harbor did not exist as such until after 
tlie Union, I have no doubt thnt the Juris- 
diction ot the Dominion attached as soon 
as It did exist. 

"In my opinion, the It. N. A. Act as- 
signs public harbors to the Dominion not 
as so much qua property or land as qua 
nurbors, I. e., It was rather a transfer of 
Jurisdiction than of property. The public 
works forming part of a public harbor us 
well as the bed of a hurbor are, and al- 
ways have been vested in the crown, and 
it was no doubt considered advisable, if 
not actually necessary, to transfer the 
Jurisdiction, executive and legislative, over 
public harbors to the Dominion us ancil- 
lary to the proper exercise of Its powers 
relating to shipping and navigation. The 
jurisdiction in my opinion is latent, and 
.attaches to any inlet or harbor ns soon ns 
it becomes n public harbor, and Is not con- 
fined to such public harbors as existed at 
tlie time of Union. At the same time I 
would not be understood as holding that 
the subsoil of a public harbor Is or be- 
comes vested In the Dominion usque ad 
centrum: It is vested only so fnr ns it Is 
necessary for the proper management of 
tho harbor much after tho same mode in 
which streets are comaionlj' vested in 
municipalities. For example, I think that 
the beneficial interest in n copper mine un- 
derlying a public harbor would belong to 
the province or Its grantee subject to the

Subsequent to such agree- 
ment the defendant company brought ac- 
tion against Ellen Elliot to set aside cer- 
tain conveyances, Henry Elliot to Ellen 
Elliot (bis wife), as being fraudulent— 
which conveyances were set aside by the 
Supreme Court of Canada, Henry Elliot 
heing nt the date of said convenances In- 
solvent and owing the defendant company 
a large sum and filed a lis pendens. The 
plaintiff continued to pay the Installments 
due under the agreement to Ellen Elliot, 
holding that the lis pendens filed subse- 
quent to the date of sale by agreement Is 
not active, and that the amounts paid to 
Elliot are properly paid. The action was 
brought to set aside the lis pendens. 

The trial Judge Bet nslde the lis pendens, 
and the Full Court varied the Judgment of 
the trial to some slight extent, holding 
that the payments made were properly 
made. There was no order as to costs.

New York, April 18.— Speculators of 
stock showed a great deal of trepidation 
today, which caused a free unloading and 
rather severe inroad on prices. The news 
of the day contained nothing to Indicate 
an Impairment o£ actual values. Tlie in- 
cident having the iiinsi direct inilucuee 
wus the sudden and violent break of North- 
ern Securities within (he first ten minutes 
of the trading In tin- curb market. The 
first few sales of the stock were at a frac- 
tion higher than lust ulgul up to the 180, 
but after that there seemed to be absolute- 
ly mi demand, ami the price wus offered 
down sixteen points without finding buy- 
ers. Tills was iiulckly cashed on the floor 
ol' the stock exchange and Induced a 
slump In the price of Union Pacific and St. 
Paul. The quick recovery of ten or twelve 
points lu Northern Securities wus report- 
ed almost Immediately, The feverish ac- 
tion left sentiment very much unsettled. 
There was some plausibility in tin- conten- 
tion that on the eve of the surrender of 
Northern Securities Bhurc certificates to be 
exchanged for Northern Pacific and Great.

"A MORTGAGE ON THE BRAIN." 

Vincent Harper's Unique Psychological 
Novel Excites Much Attention. 

For .several days past the windows of 
local booksellers have been to a consid- 
erable extent given over to the display 
•of the new novel from the complex 
mental workshop of Vincent Harper, the 
litterateur who has "found himself" 
since drifting into Victoria and quite 
casually becoming a resident, a year or 
.so ago. The public has in a way been 
prepared for the character of Mr. Har- 
per's first offering in fiction, by the 
tendencies displayed iu the well-read 
products of his pen that have been 
found between magazine covers at inter- 
vals during many mouths past; and 
here in Victoria will avail themselves of 
the opportunity to become better ac- 
quainted, with more than a general 
interest. For the newly - discovered 
exponent of the weird and fascinating 
in psychological analysis is " one of our- 
selves"; he has at the same time been 
rated comparable to Edgar Allen Foe in 
his treatment of the strange vagaries of 
mind' and individuality; and once be- 
yond the introductory chapters of his 
-story — it is itself compelling and all else 
is forgotten for the unfolding of the tale 
itself. The publishers (Doubleilay, Page 
& Co., of New York) have attested their 
confidence in the value of their literary 
discovery by presenting Mr. Harper's 
first brain chile! in handsome 8-vo. form; 
the cover, by Blendon Campbell, ultra- 
modern and distinctly nrtistic, and the 
text assisted in interest with just the 
right proportion of illustrations, done 
with intelligent study of the author's 
people by ihe illustrator, Charles Ray- 
.inond Macauley. 

"The Mortgage on the Brain" is not as 
a few innocent guessers have conjectured 
a melodramatic story of some hapless 
home-owner half worried to death over 
the impossibility of lifting the ever- 
pressing financial plaster. Nor, as some 
others may have imagined, is it in any 
respect a localized story presenting Vic- 
toria or British Columbia to the world. 
The scenes are laid in Loudon, Paris or 
Dresden, but they might just iis well be 
anywhere else. It is not descriptive or 
dialogue or character-sketching .ant 
-makes for the success of the book. Nor 
is it careful English or fine phrasing. 
The author revels in the mys- 
teries of the mind, in such phun- 
iastie problems of complexities as make 
Jekyls-and-Hydes perpetually possible iu 
life. He has a masterful touch, and 
with it the faculty of holding aud de- 
veloping tense interest as he carries his 
unfolding theme to its amazing and still 
perplexing climaxes. The craftsmanship 
,if the book is hurried — that of the 
worker who has his central thought 
.-ilone in his mind's eye, and goes direct 
toward il, allowing his characters to 
<le(ine and describe themselves by their 
words and actions, and paying little 
heed to the polish of a phrase or the 
turning of a sentence so that the mental 
picture aimed at be distinct and clear. 
"The Mortgage on the Brain" is to a 
large extent a problem novel developed 
on revolutionary lines of thought. it 
has in it a line vein of satire, and it. 
leaves niie guessing as to whether the 
author is serious or ironical in discussing 
tho possibilities of science in correcting 
all I lie errors to which erratic humanity 
is proa:', ami for which Society as at 
present constituted holds the individual 
responsible. To be sure Mr. Harper iu 



his new novel takes full advantage of 
artistic license. His characters in sev- 
eral iustauces contradict their creator's 
theories, but these but indicate that the 
work has been rushed while the spirit 
moved the pen. In a subsequent cdi- 
tiou it is to be hoped that Mr. Vincent 
may go over his work more carefully iu 
order that it may be perfect in its crafts- 
manship as it is in its originality aud its 
intense sustained interest. The theory 
expounded iu "The Mortgage on the 
Brain" aud its unfolding would seem to 
stamp the writer an ardent enthusiast 
and experimenter on certain new lines 
of socialistic thought, who is apt to err 
in his deductions through having given 
but superficial and biassed study to the 
systems of religion and society for -which 
ho displays implied contempt. Ho is 
nevertheless certain to make a sensation 
by his ventures into the domain of mind 
mystery— and it is not probable that he 
will work any mischief thereby. Only 
the fool would say iu these days of scien- 
tific miracle-working that it will be im- 
possible a century lienco -for cerebral 
specialists to change tho so-called "per- 
sonality" at will, removing this or that 
trait and developing or even creating an- 
other — but the time is not yet. With 
science challenging the infinite first force 
for the secret of producing life itself, this 
is not such a mad idea as one might at 
first glance pronounce it. And it is tilis 
thought— that there is no such thing as 
personality of a necessity under modern 
conditions of science— that is the keynote 
or "The Mortgage on the Brain" — the 
story a fascinating presentation of the 
theory, even crude at times in its disre- 
gard of literary traditions, but compel- 
ling and fascinating from beginning to 
end. A further analysis must be reserv- 
ed for a second and less superficial read- 
ing to facilitate better acquaintance; but 
meanwhile, for the benefit of those In- 
terested, the "foreword" of the author 
may be quoted as in some way indicat- 
ing the nature and the purpose of his of- 
fering: 

"Signs are not wanting," says this 
foreword, " that when speculative 
science formulates its next hypothesis 
respecting life, very little will remain of 
what was formerly looked upon as the 
exclusive field of I he metaphysician and 
the theologian. Recent revolutionizing 
discoveries having to do with the func- 
tions and attributes of matter are fast 
bridging the chasm between psychology 
and physics. In the light of what is 
already known about 'vibration' and 
'radio-activity' and the 'N rays,' many 
of the 'facts' of science and the 'truths' 
of theology have come to grief. It is, of 
course, loo soon to forecast the outcome, 
but anyone at all conversant with what 
is doing in the laboratory, or who takes 
note of current thought among meta- 
physical writers, can hardly fail to see 
which way the straws point. 'Mind' 
and 'thought' and 'spirit' are now being 
tosseil into the melting pot of fearless 
analysis, quite as freely as those other 
time-honored 'basic facts' — ether, force 
and our useful old friend, the atom. Out 
of if all is slowly hut surely emerging 
that ignorance and superstition long ago 
forged a mortgage on the bruin of man 
which ii is iii„-h lime to repudiate before 
the bar of reason." 

At first glance, "The Mortgage on Ihc 
Brain" snggests a three-fold combina- 
tion — the compelling force of Poe, with 
the fascination of Stevenson's " .Tekyl 
ami Hyde" and a touch of I)u Manner's 
forgol ten "Trilby." 

It is a book worth reading.
